Another warm day, at all mea!s 
at home,, at night went to carnival 
on the grounds of Volney E. Moody, 
band of music,many people on the 
grounds, sale of ice cream, lemonade, 
aprons and candy, came home, elec- 
tric turned off to give chance for bon- 
fires at every pole, to burn thousands 
of white moths, the browntails, a 
pest, 
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Friday, July 16, 1909 

Another warm day with showers, 
thunder and lightning in the after- 
noon and evening. Mr. Sonders the 
electrician made bonfires at all 
the electric poles to burn the white 
moths or brownta‘’l moths to-night. 
Mrs. MacMurphy and I took. supper 
at the Rectory with Mr. and Mrs.

James place, not at home, called on 
Dr. Sanborn, about Otis, found he had 
gone to Boston, called at George 
Chickering’s, came to Canobie Park,

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Thursday, July 22, 1909: 


Cloudy morning, soon cleared, ali

Early breakfast, Mrs. MacMurphy 
and I went by trolley at 7:45 to depot, 
she started for Chicago, to begin 
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work Tuesday, Russell and Mrs.

Wednesday, October 27, 1909. 


Around the house in the forenoon,. 
went to West Derry in the afternoon 
to attend to some business again, ab- 
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eut six went to Rectory for supper, or 
dinner, and attended evening service 
at church 7:45 p. m., contributed te 
several objects, came home and re- 
viewed ritual on Chapter work, shall 
be ‘busy soon in lectures, etc. 


Thursday, October 28, 1909. 


Spent the morning at home, wrote 
two sections of a sermon, afternoon 
went to West Derry, met Mrs. Mary 
A. Duffy and transacted some busi- 
ness with her, discharged a _ three 
hundred dollar mortgage and took a 
five hundred dollar mortgage on her 
home place, came home for tea, and 
spent the evening reviewing lectures 
with Mr. Chase.

tory with Mrs. Pettee, her sister, Syl- 
via Clark, and a Miss Bradley, we had 
venison and other good food. Played 
500 till 9:30 and came home. 


Wednesday, November 3, 1908. 


Rather warm rain today, clearing 
up at night, spent the day at home. 
Mrs. Tewksbury was here in the 
morning sweeping and dusting, I fared 
rather sumptuously, having several 
dishes on hand; mailed five Andover 
Townsman to relatives of Otis, they 
contained . obituary notice, received 
letters from se everal friends, of his -as, 
to his goods. 


Thursday, November 4, 1909. 


The day has been a little cooler, my 
steam heater has continued without 
attention, twice in 24 hours is enough. 
Went to depot and made some calls, 
attended Council and worked the S. 
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KE. M. degree on three candidates, full 
form, opening and closing, &c., came 
home at ten o’clock, ready to go te 
bed and iake a good rest. 


Friday, November 5, 1909. 


Spent the day at home, all meals 
got ready promptly, wrote on sermon 
most of ihe time, letters from Rev. 
Frank R. Shipman with balance check 
of $2.00, letter from Mrs. Kate T-. 
Rushton with $21.00 on Rent in Ra- 
cine, Wis. Newspaper report of 
death of Roosevelt in Africa, doubt- 
€d. Mr. Bailey telephoned for me to 
come to Manchester tomorrow night 
anq help him on Sunday. 


Saturday, November 6, 1909. 


Finished writing my sermon last 
night, read and punctuated with cor- 
rections that forenoon. Steam _ heat 
all over ihe house, Mrs. Taylor came 
in to see if I would let her rent rooms 
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where she was last year. The day 
is bright and just a litile cool. I am 
intending to start fer Manchester 
about five o’clock. 


Sunday, November 7, 1909. 


Took tea at the Bailey’s last night 
and lodged there, attended church 
with the Rev. Charles R. Bailey at 
10:45 and assisted him in the Com- 
munion office administering the cup.

Gregor, returned the same road, buy- 
ing cakes ard bread, home for supper, 
and go to bed about tem o’clock. © 


Sunday, November 21, 1909. 


Warm day like summer, no fire 
needed to keep warm. 
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Arose at 7a. m. took bath and 
dressed, attended church at 8 a. m., 
breakfast at 9 a. m. at Rectory, at- 
tended morning service 10:45, and re- 
mained at Sunday school, came home 
for dinner, read magazine, attended 
evening service at 6:30, afterwards 
took tea with Mrs. Haslam and the 
family, Mr. Seavey of Hudson also 
fook tea there. 


Monday ,November 22, 1909. 


The day has not been cold, but 
rainy. I went to depot in the after- 
noon, met the Recior and L. M. Pack- 
er, renewed a church note at the bank 
for $275.00 spent some time collect- 
ing rent,came home,all meals here.

Sunday, November 28, 1909. 


Breakfast at home, took 10:45. ser- 
vice and preached, had dinner, ‘part- 
ridges and rabbit s at the Rectory; 
Greville Haslam was the hunter, went 
to Manchester, conducted services and 
preached at 3 p. m., came back to 
Derry, had tea with Mrs. Haslam and 
the boys, conducted the evening ser- 
vice and preached 6:30 p. m. came 
home at once, the day has been fine.

Monday, November 29, 1909. 


Wet in the morning, soon cleared 
up with blue skv and sunshine, spent

again they twined evergreen for 
Christmas decoration of the church, 
left there at 10:30 p. m., home at el- 
even. 
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Thursday, December 16, 1909. 


Was at meeting of the Daughters of 
the American Revolution gentleman’s 
night, to night, at Mrs. A. L. Proctor’s 
mew houSe on Broadway, about 
forty-five present. Program of read- 
ings, solos, duets, piano solo fol- 
lowed by several courses of 
salad. cream, cake, coffee, quite 
dressy affair and rather select, I was. 
the only gentleman there who is a son 
of the American Revolution. I owed 
my invitation to Mrs Martha S.Tay- 
lor. 


Friday, December 17, 1909. 


Spent about all day writing a ser 
mon finished after supper, but I was 
also at several places in town on 
business, and Rev. Mr. Haslam came 
in just at six o’clock and I persuaded 
him to stay for supper, this made 
some extra work, but it was cheerfully 
done and he went home at nine o- 
clock.

The day has been rather cold, I 
wrote half a dozen of letters and 
mailed some papers, Jennie went to 
Manchester to attend State Grange 
leaving Mr. MacGregor to take care 
of the house, I went to church at 
night, and) also took supper with Mr. 
Haslam and two boys. It began to 
snow and I came home early. 


Thursday, December 238, 1909. 

I began a sermon in the morning, 
had to leave for dinner and to go over 
town and attended to some busines at 
bank, at Sullivans, at Brault’s, came 
back at half past three, the day is 
cold, but ground bare, I went at the 
sermon and finished it after supper, 
and have read, corrected and punct- 
uated it more freely for better read-

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Friday, December 24. 1909. _ _ 


Rather cold day, passed at home, 
Christmas cards and presents came in 
read magazines and Saturday Even- 
ing Post.

Arose at 7 a.m., found furnace rath- 
er low, started wood fire, attend- 
ed Christmas services and gave com- 
munion at 10 a. m., took Christma’s 
dinner at Rectory; with the Haslams 
and family, and District nurse, Miss 
Hubbard, the dinner was turkey, plum 
pudding and all the fixings, according 
to English customs, came home at 
3 Dp. m. 
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Sunday, December 26, 1909. 


Arose at 7:30, took bath and pre- 
pared breakfast, a heavy snow storm, 
went to church, no paths, a difficult 
travel. ‘There was no service, neither 
could I go to Manchester, dinner at 
Rectory, played and sang, Greville 
Haslam helping on his flute, came 
home at three in heavy storm, still 
snowing at night and likely to conm- 
tinue. 


Monday, December 27, 1909. 
Shoveled out two paths to the 
house, snow storm passed and clear 
Sunlight followed, sleighing for the 
first time this winter. This has been a 
dull day, Jennie telephoned several 
times. M’ss Jane Choate, 84 years 
of age, burried today, the last 
of the house, daughter of Carl Wil- 
liam and Mary Pinkerton Choate and 

born in the honse where she died. 
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Tuesday, December 28, 1909. 


10 degrees below zero at seven 0”- 
clock this morning. I made g _ beef 
stew, pork, beef, potatoes, turnip and 
onion, very good, after dinner went 
to Manchester to atiend semi annual 
meeting of Grand Lodge, about five 
hundred attended, saw work in E. A. 
by Portsmouth and F. C. by Bristol, 
both good, banquet, second table, so 
many, came home without seeing M. 
M. worked. 


Wednesday, December 29. 1909. 


Arose at seven, looked at mercury, 
found it registered 12 degrees below 
zero, attended early to the furnace 
and got breakfast, after dinner called 
on the Howards and the MHosley’s 
found Mrs. Husley had a little son, 
born a few days ago, doing well and 
very happy, the three other children 
are girls, supper at home, read ng 
manuels this evening. .

Thursday, December 30, 1909. 

Mercury stood 4 degrees above this 
morning, but the temperature is more 
severe to endure than yesterday, the 
cold is more penetrating with a little 
Wind, went to West Derry and return- 
ed in the afternoon, have spent most 
of the day tending the fires. I am 
much afraid some of my tenants will 
let the water pipes freeze and burst, 


Friday, December 31, 1909. 

Still cold, but not so low, 4 degrees” 
above at half past seven. In afternoon 
went to bank and with Arthur Holmes 
counted the specie in vault $1850 and 
over in gold, $3000 in silver, another 
count on Tuesday morning, went to 
Rectory for dinner at six played 500 
with Mr. and Mrs. Haslam until ten 
o'clock, came home and _attend- 
ed to steam heater and bed. 
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
